sions, betterments, or additions to 
the System; provided, however, 
that any such additional Bonds so 
issued by the City shall be pay- 
able solely from the revenues of 
the System derived only from such 
further 
extensions, betterments, 


or additions financed by said ad- 
ditional Bonds, and from any sur- 
plus in the Sewer Revenue Surplus 
Fund, as provided in Section 3 (c). 


Section 10, It is covenanted and 


agreed by the City which the hold- 
er or holders of the Bonds, or any 
of them, that it will faithfully arid 
punctually' perform 
all duties 


with reference to the Sewer Sys- 
tem required by the Constitution 
and statutes of the State of Ar- 
kansas, including making and col- 
lecting of. reasonable and sufficient 
rates lawfully established for ser- 
vices rendered by the System, 
segregating the revenues of the 
System and their application to the 
respective funds herein created. 


Section 11. The City will main- 


tain the Sewer System in good con- 
dition and operate the same in an 
efficient manner and at a reason- 
able cost. 


Section 12. So long as any of the 


Bonds are outstanding, the City 
will 
not mortgage, pledge, or 


otherwise encumber the System or 
any part thereof, or any revenue 
therefrom (except as hereinbe- 
fore provided), and will not sell, 
lease, or otherwise dispose of any 
substantial portion of the same 


Section 13. The City will keep 


proper books of records and ac- 
counts (separate from all other 
records and accounts) in which 
complete and correct entries shall 
be made of all transactions relat- 
ing to the System. The. City will 
furnish to any holder or holders of 
any of the Bonds at the time out- 
standing at the written request of 
such holder or holders, not more 
than thirty (30) days after the 
close of each six months' fiscal 
period, complete operating and 
Income statements of the System 
in reasonable detail covering such 
six months' period and not more 
than sixty (60) days after the 
close of each fiscal year, a com- 
aleto financial statement of the 
System covering such fiscal year, 
certified by a Certified Public 
Accountant. 


Section 14. Any purchaser of 


twenty-five per cent (25%) in ag- 
gregate principal amount of the 
Bonds at the time- then outstand- 
ing, or any holder or holders of 
twenty-five .per cent (25%). of 
said amount of outstanding Bonds, 
shall have the right at all reas- 
onable times to inspect the System 
and all records, accounts, and data 
of the City relating/thereto. 


Section 15. The City further 


covenants and agrees that if de- 
fault is made in the payment of 
any Bond or coupon or if the 
City fails to meet any sinking 
fund requirement,' the holder of 
such Bond may declare that Bond 
immediately due and payable, and 
such Bond shall thereupon be im- 
mediately due and payable and in 
default. 


Section 16. If there be any de- 


fault in the payment of either the 
interest on or principal of any 
of (fie Bonds, the holder or hold- 
ers of any of the Bonds may by 
proper suit compel the perform- 
ance of the duties of the officials 
of the City, as set forth in said 
Act 132 of the regular session of 
the General assembly of the Slate 
«f Arkansas for the year 1933. If 
there be default in the payment of 
the principal or interest on the 
Bonds, any court having jurisdic- 
tion in any proper action may ap- 
point a receiver to administer the
